And yet, despite all that has 
been done to remold the party 
nearer to the heart's desire of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, its basic 
foundation has not been greatly 
altered. In the Democratic pri- 
mary campaign in_ Florida, 
both Stevenson and Kefauver 
have attacked the Republican 
Party as one of “privilege.”’ 
Both have referred to the GOP 
as being conducted by, of and 
for an exclusive ‘“‘lodge’’ of the 
privileged few. 


Cause 


Certainly some of their spokes- 
men, notably Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson, have given sub- 
stance to that charge by their 
casual comments about unem- 
ployment and also lauding the 
suffering caused by loss of jobs 
as being one of the privileges 
ot our sort of country. It was, 
of course, woolly thinking, but 
one feels it nonetheless reflected 
their impulsive reaction better 
than did their retractions. 


The President has at times 
seemed almost a prisoner of his 
lodge brothers. They have had 
their fingers burned, however, 
enough times to be more care- 
ful. They deceived him about 
Dixon-Yates and in an important 
airline decision.

Shock 

It must have been a really 
great shock to him to lose the 
nomination in 1952. He could 
not have known that he symbol- 
ized to many who honored him 
an America which was no 
more, and would never be again 
as the _ industrial revolution 
dragged it inexorably on toward 
great concentrations of popula- 
tion and change. 

Whether defeat hastened his 
death will never be known. 
But it was a stunning one, and 
today we see how much finality 
it had. Not even in his own 
party is there more than a small 
contingent which stil) thinks of 
this country as being as it was 
before the first great war... 
when life and traffic were nei- 
ther so crowded nor so hurried. 

So in 1956 the Republican Par- 
ty, plumping for low tariffs, 
freer trade and serving, too, as 
Mr. James Reston has said, as 
“baby sitter to the world," is 
not at all the GOP of McKinley, 
or even of Coolidge and Hoover. 

But the “lodge brothers” and

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Florida Will Show 
How the Tide Runs 


As the day dawns for Democratic 
primary voting in Florida, Adlai Steven- 
son has in hand 148% convention votes 
and Sen. Kefauver 127. 

While this total indicates how much 
of a comeback Mr. Stevenson has made 
after the senator’s sensational start in 
New Hampshire and Minnesota, it also 
demonstrates that neither is close to the 
number required for nomination—686'2. 
Nor will Florida change the picture very 
much insofar as arithmetic is concerned. 
The citrus state has 28 votes at stake. 

But much more than arithmetic is in- 
volved. 

Stevenson last week had the psycho- 
logical impetus of a substantial victory 
in Oregon. If today he can add to that 
a triumph in Florida he will move on to 
California with an increased bag of dele- 
gates and a band wagen mood. 

California, which votes June 5, does 
have very real arithmetical value. Sixty- 
eight votes are there in the balance. If 
Stevenson can add California to Florida 
he will then have roughly a third of the 
votes necessary for nomination and will 
have created a definite victory psy- 
chology. 

But all that is in the “iffy” stage. 
The soothsayers in Florida believe Ste- 
venson will win. But the truth is that 
political prophecy is difficult in any state 
but most difficult in Florida and. Cali- 
fornia. 

Both have gained enormously in 
population. Each has about 17 per cent 
of their populations designated as “senior 
citizens.” This group usually votes almost 
as a bloc. It is at once conservative and 
radical. It is conservative in that, like 
most “senior” persons, it resists change. 
It is radical in that it tirelessly works 
for an increase in old-age benefits which 
are one of the many inflationary pres- 
sures. And inflation is the foe of any and 
all persons on pensions of whatever kind. 
There is no telling what this vote will do. 

There also is in Florida a large number 
of voters who, while registered Demo* 
crats, have voted Republican. They are 
- gonservative and like the senior citizens 
oppose any change in the status quo. 
They are quite likely to vote for Sen. 
Kefauver for the strange reason that they 
like him less than Stevenson. Their real 
reason is they fear Stevenson, if victo- 
rious, might be able to maintain a unified 
Democratic Party. 

In Florida, too, there is the usual 
apathy of the voters which follows any 
heated state contest. Florida has just 
nominated a governor after a violent 
Campaign. The vote will be light. 

All-these factors, save the latter, are 
present in California. 

They make prophecy difficult. 

But one thing is sure. A good many 
persons are waiting to see how Florida 
and California go. They will then make 
up their minds. 

Florida political writers pick Steven- 
son ... but hedge by saying there could 
be “an upset.” 

By the morrow we will know how the 
wind blows and what the arithmetic is.

Crossroads Tactics 
Threaten Old England 


Have British tastes been contaminated 
by American influences? Has the empire 
sunk to a new low? 

There are those who think so and 
with good reason. The Labor Party has 
discovered within its ranks a singing 
politician with a guitar. And much to 
the horror of the Conservatives, the voters 
love him, 

He is no honest plowman with a turn 
for showmanship. Or the British equiva- 
lent, if any, of a bowlegged bronco- 
buster of the plains. He is the Rt. 
Hon. Kenneth Younger, a former min- 
ister of state and the son of a viscount. 
He also has a nice tenor voice. 

Rightly or wrongly, we Americans 
believe British politics to be several dig- 
nified cuts above ours. Guitar players and 
tenors play prominent and often decisive 
roles in American politics. But the thought 
of such talents carrying a man along the 
road that leads to 10 Downing Street is 
something new and provocative indeed.

League Starts Its Own 


Water Resources Study 


Add the League of Women Voters to 
’ the scores of groups now studying the na- 
tion’s water resources. The Georgia 
league is joining in this national effort to 


arouse interest in our worsening water 


situation. 


The league could not have undertaken 
a more worthy project. Water is the great 
common denominator on which our future 
progress depends. It’s use has increased to 


such an extent in recent years that the 
possibility of shortages is already a fact. 
Last year, as the league points out,

more than 40 million people had their 
use of water curtailed to some degree; 
more than 1,000 cities experienced emer- 
gencies and the per capita consumption 
continued upward. This occurred while in 
many heavily populated areas there were 
disastrous and costly floods. 

There are plenty of facts about our 
water supply and the uses to which it is 
put. There is, unfortunately, no coordi- 
nated national policy for utilizing and 
conserving this resource that is being 
wasted as have so many of our other 
natural resources. In fact, few states have 
such policies. 

There is considerable concern that 
present policies eventually will lead to 
vast desert areas which cannot be re- 
claimed. There is definitely that danger. 

The league can perform a worthwhile 
service if it is able to sift the facts and 
bring to the attention of all its members 
and to the American public the facts of 
water and its conservation.

Easing of Credit Brakes 


Believed Due in June 


There is speculation, even a confident 
note of assurance in dispatches from 
Washington that the Federal Reserve 
Bank may enter the market in June and 
buy government bills. When the bank does 
so it automatically adds to the reserves 
held by member banks and thus creates 
additional money for credit for those 
businessmen who need to borrow. 

In the second half of the year credit 
demand¢ automatically increase. Mer- 
chants begin to lay in inventory, includ- 
ing a start on Christmas buying. Crops 
have to be moved and general plans made 
for fall and winter merchandising. 

If credit were not made easier, it 
would tighten money unreasonably. A 
great: many loans would of necessity be 
turned down. Interest rates would rise 
and an abnormal Situation would be cre- 
ated. The Federal Reserve can prevent 
this by the simple expedient of buying 
public paper, thereby increasing bank re- 
serves for credit. | 

The Federal Reserve System has been 
under political and business pressure to 
relax its controls to allow inflation to 
burgeon. But every thoughtful American 
and every congressman and senator who 
is sensitive to the dangers of unrestrained 
inflation, will support it in its determina- 
tion to preserve the integrity of the dollar. 
It still is the most stable unit of currency 
in the world. But it could be damaged, 
even destroyed, if public confidence is 
undermined by ruinous inflation. 

It is necessary to support the Federal 
Reserve System as it attempts to steer its 
way—for the nation’s good—through the 
rocks and shoals of political and business 
pressures. 


The Hostility Is Gone 
On This Memorial Day 


Memorial Day, the national one, is 
Wednesday but many localities observed 
it last week end. 

A group of New Yorkers of Southern 
descent and sympathies held exercises in 
Cypress Hills National Cemetery in 
Brooklyn where several hundred Con- 
federates are buried alongside their for- 
mer enemies. The occasion was the first 
time that the graves of both Blue and 
Gray Were honored there, another sign 
of the healing of old wounds. 

On the same day several hundred 
Georgians attended services at the Mari- 
etta National Cemetery, the resting place 
for many of the thousands of the Northern 
armies. who were killed in the battles 
leading up to the fall of Atlanta. 

The Confederates buried in New 
York were prisoners. who died during 
their incarceration, a reminder that An- 
dersonville was not the only prison where 
men suffered during the War Between 
the States. There was Johnson's Island, 
too, in Sandusky Bay off Lake Erie, 
where 15,000 Confederates once were con- 
fined. Johnson’s Island, all except the 
Confederate Cemetery, has been bought 
by a group of promoters for conversion 
into a resort, surely an indication that 
the evil things of the past slowly are 
being forgotten. 

Time heals ail wounds and nearly a 
century after the outbreak of the War 
Between the States, the rancor and the 
hatreds are almost gone. 

There remain memories of the valor 
and gallantry of. those times, as green as 
they ever were, and the unforgettable 
lesson that nobody wins a war, least of all 
a fratricidal one.

Pulse of the Public 


Rising in Defense of Hobby, Beekeeper Says 
Bees Can't Be Legislated Out of City Limits 


Atlanta—As an ardent beekeep- 
er and a resident of Atlanta I note 
with apprehension the possibility 
of a city ordinance being passed 
prohibiting the keeping of bees 
within the city limits. I hope all 
city beekeepers are aware of this 
possibility and will express their 
opposition to responsible city of- 
ficials. All garden club members 
and lovers of the beautiful floral 
decorations of the city as well as 
those who prize their own little 
garden patch should also be vi- 
tally concerned. 


Fortunately much evidence is 
available where courts, even the 
Supreme Court, have held that 
ordinances prohibiting the keep- 
ing of bees within a city are un- 
constitutional. Bees in themselves 
do not constitute a nuisance. The 
keeping of bees may become a 
nuisance but only after the man- 
ner of keeping them. Therefore 
it is a question to be judiciously 
determined in each case. All bee- 
keepers should not be penalized 
through careless handling and 
disrespect for the rights of others 
by a few irresponsible bee- 
keepers. 

Bees are a vital necessity in 
the pollination of flowers, fruits 
and vegetables, accounting for 
upwards of 60 per cent of this 
important work.

TVA Gets a Deserved Boost 


For New Plant Construction 


Both Houses of Congress have approved a program under which 
the Tennessee Valley Authority may use a considerable portion of 
its net revenues for the construction of new units at existing plants. 
Judging by past experience, the total net revertue of-TVA each year 
should be at least 60 million dollars. 


The proposals for TVA spend- 
ing were tied to the &58-million- 
dollar supplemental appropri- 
atiorts bill, thanks to the strategy 
devised by Rep. James L. Whit- 
ten -(D-Miss) and other Demo- 
cratic friends of the agency. The 
opposition, unable to find any 
means of blocking the gain for 
TVA without killing the big bill 
itself, eventually folded up. The 
same conditions would appear to 
preclude any veto. 

Sen. Albert Gore (D-Tenn), an- 
other staunch friend of TVA, 
called it ‘‘a whopping victory’ 
for the agency and he and various 
others were properly high in their 
praise of Rep. Whitten. Certainly 
the development marks a consid- 
erable improvement in the pros- 
pects of TVA and the area it 
serves, but just how considerable 
remains to be seen, the over-all 
needs of this section being fore- 
cast. 

It appears safely presumable 
that the idea of letting TVA pro- 
vide for its generating needs by 
use of its own funds is legally 
sound as well as economically de- 
sirable. The agency has been per- 
mitted to spend portions of its 
revenues for a variety of pur- 
poses ever since its creation and 
so the present program seems 


‘ 
only an extension of an estab- 
lished principle. 

It looks as though the program 
now being inaugurated will en- 
able TVA to meet at least its 
minimum needs over a period of 
a few years and as far as its 
present installations are  con- 
cerned. We do not see in the plan, 
however, any adequate provision 
tor building against future or pro- 
jected progress in the area. The 
anticipation of growth and de- 
mand is the aspect of public pow- 
er that c'fferentiates it from pri- 
vate power, which naturally prefers 
to stay behind a bit rather than 
somewhat ahead of a market. 

In any event, however, the 
friends of TVA everywhere and 
especially the people of the area 
it serves, may justifiably be 
pleased at what has been accom- 
plished through the steadfastness 
and unflagging energy of a group 
of Southern members of Con- 
gress.

The ride from the meeting place 
to the Albany airport was in an 
air-conditioned automobile. The in- 
side temperature descended to 62 
degrees. I was forced to ask the 
driver to turn the thermostat up. 


I never thought to see the sum- 
mer day I would have to thaw in 
south Georgia. 


Twenty-five per cent of the 
homes in Camilla are air condi- 
tioned, so are 60 to 70 per cent of 
the business houses. But even with 
air conditioning, John Marshall, 
the hefty fellow who runs the drug- 
store on the east end of the busi- 
ness block, was having trouble Fri- 
day keeping the temperature down 
in his store. That’s because his 
wife, Dot, was still madder than a 
wet hen about what Time called 
her home county. 


“You'll have to admit, though,” 
said her husband, “it did sell 
magazines.”’ 

Out in Mitchell County, 95 per 
cent of the farm homes are electri- 
fied. 

Several hundred tenant houses 
are ‘wired for electric ranges. ‘I 
am not going to have my renters 
burning up all my wood,” the 
landlord reasons in putting the 220- 
volt receptacle in the kitchen. 

Well over half the homes in the 
county have TV. 

A telephone system that is a 
unit serves the county, including 
Camilla and Pelham. The directo- 
ry lists 3,000 subscribers among 
the 22,000 persons now residents of

Mitchell. The population decreased - 


for awhile as the sharecropper 
gave way to wage earner and trac- 
tor in a new age of mechanized 
farming.

Georgia has its backwoods all 
right. And that backwoods has its 
bottom. But as one who sees the 
state from end to end, I can tell 
you the seat of the hinterland is 
not Mitchell County.

Behind this unusual instance of 
a White House reporter asking 
whether an official of the Eisen- 
hower administration could have 
an appointment with the President 
is a very human, a very under- 
standable and a very regrettable 
story. 

The President said yes—Sen. 
Cain could see him if he wanted 
an appointment. It was an affir- 
mative answer, a carefully courte- 
ous answer but every correspond- 
ent knew that it was not an en-

Tide of Extremism 


Growing in South 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower's course 
in keeping himself out of the raging controversy 
over public school integration apparently is among 


let down between Sen. Cain and 
the President. 

Obviously Sen. Cain has annoyed 
some officials of the administra- 
tion because he has become the 
most articulate, the most widely 
heard, the most effective advocate 
of changes in the employe security 
program. There were some in the 
administration who simply didn’t 
want the shortcomings, the in- 
justices and the unfairnesses of the 
program brought sharply to the 
fore. 

The truth is that needed cor- 
rections in the employe security 
program have been very slow in 
coming. There are important re- 
forms which still need to be made 
and it is my-considered judgment 
that Sen. Cain’s earnest, able, doc- 
umented, respected advocacy has 
been indispensable to much of the 
progress that has been made. 

He advocates (1) confrontation 
of witnesses, (2) greater speed in 
reaching decisions, employes being 
at present kept dangling some- 
times eight to 14 months with the 
most grievous charges hanging 
over them, (3) the shifting of se- 
curity-questioned employes to non- 
sensitive jobs until’ a decision is 
reached. 

In the concrete cases of miscar- 
riage of justice which he has pub- 
licized—and nearly all of which 
have _ subsequently been cor- 
rected—Sen. Cain has been proved 
right again and again. 


the factors that account for his continued popularity in the South. 
He remains aloof and above the battle despite appeals that he exert 
his leadersnip to try to assuage the passions stirred up over the 
integration issue and use his influence to try to smooth the long and 
rugged road of compliance with the Supreme Court's decision. 


Attention is.concentrated on the 
Democrats who not only are split 
South and North within the party 
on the segregation problem but 
also ‘are fighting among them- 
selves in the South. It takes only a 
short visit in any area, Florida in 
this case, to feel the heat of the 
bitter family feud provoked by &x- 
treme racists to create a situation 
which probably is not yet under- 
stood and appreciated beyond the 
South. 

From all of this the President is 
the beneficiary politically. 

The most recent exhibit of the 
Democratic internecine warfare is 
North Carolina, where defeat for 
renomination was doled out to two 
of the three Democratic members 
of the House of Representatives 
who had refused to sign the South- 
ern manifesto against the Supreme 
Court school integration decision. 
In deploring the low nature of the 
campaign, which ended in last Sat- 
urday’s primary; the Raleigh 
News and Observer said the racial 
issue “has predominated in below- 
the-belt attacks and most of them 
have been aimed at candidates for 
the Congress and the General As- 
sembiy.”’ 

Refusal to sign the manifesto, to 
which nearly a hundred Southern 
members of Congress in House 
and Senate ‘attached their names, 
was exploited in the campaigns 
against Reps. C. B. Deane and 
Thurmond D. Chatham, who were 


defeated and Harold D. Cooley, 
dean of the North Carolina dele- 
gation in Congress and chairman 
of the House Agriculture Commit- 
tee. who survived the attacks and 
was renominated. 

They are to be commended for 
their courage, which is just as 
rare in politics these days as usual. 
For the most part you find South- 
ern politicians trying to accommo- 
date themselves to the rising tide 
of extremism. 

That is, with one exception, 
which was the defeat of Gov. ‘Big 
Jim” Folsom of Alabama in his 
race for national committeeman in 
which he was assailed as ‘‘too 
soft’’ in his attitude toward inte- 
gration 

The situation has deteriorated 
very rapidly in the South under the 
pounding of extremists. Numerous 
interposition resolutions have been 
passed by the states and some 
have enacted laws, that make it a 
crime even to attempt compliance 
with the Supreme Court decision, 
with the result that most doors 
have been closed which moderates 
might utilize to make a small be- 
ginning.

Clyde King waited outside the office for a confer 
ence with Earl Mann, president of the firm he represents. 
Traveling man King was home from the West with a 
bleak report for the firm, Atlanta Crackers, Inc. He 
showed a deficit for the business trip just ended. Two vic- 
tories and seven defeats. 

It began in the first division and ended in the second division. 
Yet, there was some joey to behold. 

A week ago Monday the Crackers were seven and a half 
eernes out of first poe. Yesterday they were still seven and a 
ae oie half games out of first place. 

“You can look at that two ways,” 
» King said. ‘““You can say that’s how well 
+ the league is balanced this year. And, 
you can kick yourself because you 
didn’t take advantage of the tightening- 
up and move into first place.’’ 

It is slightly less than remark- 
able that the Crackers, with all 
their reverses of the recent road 
trip, should not have lost any 
ground in the race. This might be 
considered a badly rigged disguise 
for disappointment, for it can't be 
contested that they have slipped 
from third to sixth place. Then 
again it might be considered the 
true measure of their unwilting en- 
thusiasm. 

SSS It shows that they have their eyes 

upon the doughnut and not-upon the 
hole, if you'll pardon the theft of a rather stale line for a rather 
stale situation. In other words, the Crackers work with first place, 
not first division, in mind. 

“We came home with more or less the same problems that 
we left with,”’ King said. 


——A League Without a Pushover 


Such as? 

“Well, clutch hitting, for instance. We just haven’t had any. A 
good timely hit here or there could have changed the outcome of 
most any game we lost,’”’ King said. ‘‘The pitching didn’t hold up 
the way it had, but it didn’t slip very much. You just can’t count 
on your pitching being great all the time. The best of staffs have 
slumps, 

“I don’t want to get my pitchers and my hitters at each other’s 
throats, though. They all want to go. Nobody knows that better 
than I do. 

“T'll tell you one thing. There are no pushovers in this 
league this year. Last year there were two or three. You could 
slap Little Rock around and Mobile was. a soft touch the first 
half of the season. But there’s no pushover this year. Chat- 
tanooga proved that Sunday. We take three out of four from 
Chattanooga in Atlanta, then they take three in a row from us. 
This league has got better balance this year. 

‘Our infield situation is still the same. Sammy Meeks ought 
to be at third base. He’s not an every-day shortstop. His legs won't 
stand it. I’m not telling any secrets. Sammy told me that in the 
spring. Bobby Willis could help us a great deal if he could get a 
few hits to go with his fielding. 

‘‘Frank DiPrima has been the big disappointment. He's hitting 
about 60 to 70 points under what he usually hits. On the other hand, 
his fielding has been good. That proves he’s giving us all he’s got. 
He’s hustling to beat the band, and he’s swinging, but he’s just hot 
connecting.” 


—They Lead in Batting Practice 


It is next to incredible that a double A club carrying such 
sports as Montag, Thorpe, Sinovic, Meeks, Daniels, DiPrima, 
Sacka, Riddle and murderous associates in the order should be 
suffering from offensive anemia. 

‘‘Maybe I should be, but I’m still not worried a lot about this 
club,”” King said. ‘‘When you lose a double-header to Chattanooga 
like we did, it gets you down. But I still think this club can hit 
better than it has. If batting practice would do it, we ought to have 
the greatest hitting team in baseball. I’m sure that no other club 
has had as much batting practice as we have.” 

Of course if the Crackers could arrange for such pitching 
performances nightly as bonus child Joey Jay gave them on 
his break-in in Memphis, they’d need no more base hits than it 
takes fo produce a single run. King, however, measured him- 
self carefully reviewing the Jay one-hitter against Memphis. 

“I can’t say too much on one performance,’ he said. ‘I’m 
just tickled to death over the way Joey pitched. I’m confident he 
came to Atlanta to work his way back to Milwaukee. But it was 
only one night. I’ll say this: His stuff looked real good, real good. 
He might give us the big boost.” 

Meanwhile, the good-pitch Crackers go on being last in batting, 
fifth in fielding, sixth in the standings and seven and one-half 
games out of first place. Just where they stand in the hearts of 
their townsmen is yet to be determined.

The purpose is to determine ovu- 
lation time. 


The 
reading is ltewest in the early 
morning and reaches its peak in 
late afternoon or early evening. 
Thus it may be 97 or 98 degrees 
F. on awakening and 93.6 just 
before dinner. This temperature 
pattern usually occurs in chil- 
dren, men and in women after 
the menopause. 
Variations of a few 
degree are normal and inconse- 
quential. In women of the child- 
bearing age, however, there is a 
change approximately 13 to 15 
days after the beginning of the 
last menstrual period; the morn- 
ing temperature dips one-half to 
one degree. 

This slight drop corresponds to 
ovulation, when an ovum ruptures 


remains down for a day or two and 
it is at this time that milady is 
most likely to become pregnant. 
By checking the temperature and 
doing what comes naturally, the 
chances of conceiving are good. 

To determine the ovulation pe- 
riod, obtain a rectal thermom- 
eter with wide spacings that 
make it easy to read, This is 
vital because small fluctuations 
in temperature are significant. 

Record the readings on a stand- 
ard temperature graph. For basal 
readings, temperature is taken at 
the same time each morning, be- 
fore getting out of bed. 

The thermometer should be_left 
in place for five minutes to get 
the maximum reading. Certain 
extraneous factors may elevate the 
temperature; these include staying 
out late at night or drinking too 
much. Smoking has no effect but 
infections raise the reading. 

Attention to these details is nec- 
essary because it is important to 
pick up the first dip in tempera- 
ture. This indicates that ovulation 
has occurred. If the temperature 
fails to return to the preovulation
